A farflung “staff” of contributors—including potentially everyone 
who owns or uses a camera—is represented in practically every issue 
of Lire. But this week brought out the largest group yet of this largely 
unknown group of amateurs and professionals.

Hurricane Carol was not supposed to touch 
New England at all. The Weather Bureau, 
which named it after it developed off the Flor- 
ida coast, figured that like Alice and Barbara, 
the first two major storms of the hurricane sea- 
son, Carol would spin out harmlessly in the 
Gulf of Mexico or at worst veer into the North 
Atlantic. But Carol aimed straight north. 

So in the early, rain-drenched hours of Tues- 
day last week, millions of New Englanders 
found themselves caught in the middle of a 
violent hurricane. To many of them it was a 


bad memory brought back, for the storm fol- 
lowed virtually the same course as the historic 
blow of 1938. Almost all the pictures on these 
seven pages, both amateur and professional, 
were taken by people who endured the storm. 

‘The seas around Long Island were running 
high when Carol struck at 8 in the morning. 
As vacationers crouclied in their flimsy sum- 
mer homes, storm-driven waves crashed over 
sand dunes and slapped away house walls. The 
waters washed out highways, while the wind 
felled trees and power poles by the hundreds, 


choking streets or littering the ground with 
deadly wires. A minor casualty was the great 
mechanical whale at Jones Beach (LiFe ( 
Aug. 2, 1954), which lost 30 feet of its tail. 

By noon Carol was in Rhode Island, pushing 
flood tides into city streets, In harbors the 
wind and raging seas swamped hundreds of 
yachts, driving them ashore and breaking them 
to pieces. Finally toward sunset Carol swept 
into Canada with fading strength, and New 
England could begin to count her dead (55) 
and homeless (12,000) and assess the damage.

EDITORIAL 


A PATH TO PEAGE THROUGH PRAYER 
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On the day after the European Defense Community blew up 
in Paris, the steeple of the Old North Church in Boston 
blew down. The two events seemed, in a way, symbolic. With 
the steeple went the belfry which Paul Revere watched for 
the signals warning of the attack by a despot king (“‘one if 
by land, two if by sea”). With EDC died the mechanism, so 
long and arduously planned, to protect the Free World from 
attack by modern “proletarian” despots. As new hopes and 
old symbols fell together, freedom’s own future seemed 
lashed by storm and driven before the hurricane. Was there, 
then, no ray of brighter promise? 

There was one—a small but intensely bright flame, kindled 
in the quiet suburb of Evanston, Ill. There, winding up their 
17-day meeting of the World Council of Churches, vast num- 
bers of Christians—black, yellow and white—from 48 lands 
and 163 separate faiths found strength in growing ui 
They also found a sense of embattled dedication that was a 
strong and refreshing revival of a church militant. It brought 
them away, as so many Christian soldiers, girding for battle 
against the evils of segregation, the threat of atomic war, 
colonialism, poverty, hunger and the all-engulfing evil of 
totalitarianism. They came away preaching that Chri 
ity itself is the living and revolutionary force which alone 
can halt Communism, and which alone can save the world 
from its greatest peril—destruction by the H-bomb. Cynics 
may smile at such assumptions but Historian Arnold 
bee, in the final volumes of his monumental study 
cludes that only renewed religious faith can save the West 
from utter downfall. 

Nor should this be surprising. All Western civilization is 
based upon Christianity; the very fact of freedom grew out 
of it, as well as that which most men call “conscience.” Our 
laws and morals are the formal expression of the Judo- 
Christian ethic, of Mosaic law refined by Roman law—the 
eternal and immutable truths of good and evil, which are 
expressed in the Magna Carta as they are in the Declaration 
of Independence. They are the base of all the “natural laws” 
as well as the “natural rights” of Western man. America 
itself has always been a religious nation—from the time the 
Pilgrims began their compact ‘In the name of God, amen,” 
to 1954, when figures just released show that the percentage 
of Americans who belong to churches is now the highest in 
history—three times greater than in the 1920s. If such fig- 
ures are not a measure of spiritual performance, they are 
at least an evidence of religious intent. It is no accident that 
“this nation, under God,” the most powerful yet to rise in 
the world, was built upon the rock of Christian faith.

However, mere churchgoing, by itself, as those at Evans- 
ton recognized, will neither feed the world’s starving nor 
win the godless. Something else is needed, as Lebanon's Dr. 
Charles Malik pointed out, “something infinitely more hum- 
ble, more profound, more positively outreaching” if all Asia 
and Africa as well are not to fall to Communism. According- 
ly, although many Christians still regard man’s woe as his 
destined lot, the Evanston militants seemed determined that 
Christians must try to make the imperfect world as good as 
sinful man can make it; that they must “go and teach all 
nations” the truths of brotherhood. They must inspire faith 
and spread good works. In execution, this would be a revo- 
lution more profound than Communism, for the bridgeless 
difference is that Communism is based on hate, Christian- 
ity on love. 

The men of Evanston are determined to execute it. Listen 
to their fighting words. Racial discrimination is not only “an 
unutterable offense against God” but where is the law 


(e.g., South Africa) Christians may properly “feel bound to 
disobey such law.” Nor is it enough for Christians to seek 
peace for themselves. “They must seek justice for others. 
Great masses of people in many parts of the world are hun- 
gry for bread and are compelled to live in conditions which 
mock their human worth. Does your church speak and act 
against such injustice?” 

‘Americans could answer that with good heart. Nowhere 
else does the ordinary man get greater reward for his labor. 
Charles Taft could justifiably tell the council that America 
has no laissez faire capitalism, but one in which government, 
industry and labor work as partners and in freedom. The 
argument was persuasive: the council, which in 1948 had 
condemned capitalism, found much to he said in praise of 
free enterprise, but nothing to be said in favor of Commu- 
m. It recognized that democracy is inherently religion’s 
most compatible soil. As if to affirm it, Dwight Eisenhower 
himself spoke at Evanston, not as President, but as merely a 
private in the ranks of one of the great Christian orders gath- 
ered there. He spoke also as the old soldier who knows that 
total war has become too terrible to contemplate. “The time 
has come,” he said, “when for mankind there is no substi- 
tute for a just and lasting peace.” How to get it? He suggested 
worldwide prayer as “a mighty, simultaneous, intense act of 
faith” (for faith, he observed, can move mountains). The 
council agreed; it set aside next Jan. 18 to 25 as a week of 
universal prayer. 


Let us all mark it down; let us pray. And let us pray many 
times in the interim, among others for the millions of Rus- 
sian Christians who still crowd the churches on weekdays 
and Sundays alike. We must certainly pray for Eisenhower, 
who, having led the liberation of Europe, cannot avoid being 
the leader of this greater “crusade for freedom.” He must 
call forth his immense, and undoubted, gifts of leadership 
from the closet where he sometimes seems to have stored 
them along with his Normandy uniform. All too often he 
seems to be waiting for a sign from the people while the 
people wait for him to lead-—a sort of Alphonse-and-Gaston 
act in which nobody goes through the door. 

Therefore let the Christian soldiers, armored by Evanston, 
sound the bugle for Private Fisenhower. They, and he, must 
face the fact that tough decisions must be made, other small 
wars may indeed have to be fought. All Christians themselves 
must face the reality that the battle for the world cannot be 
won with kid gloves; to win showdowns, they will often have 
to dirty their hands, jump into the rough stuff of human af 
fairs. All this can be done with good heart if Christians refuse 
to compromise the most important thing of all—their deter- 
mination to prevent the world’s destruction by the H-bomb, 
Christians do not fear death, but they share the whole world’s 
horror at the prospect of a man-made apocalypse. 

Short of genuine world peace, this is the greatest task that 
the President can achieve. From the beginning America has 
offered to put “the bomb” under lawful international con- 
trol; to surrender what was once its monopoly in the inter- 
ests of peace. Only Soviet refusal to accept a genuine system 
of atomic inspection and control has thwarted it. The danger 
is that such frustration will cause us to abandon the quest. 
We must return again and again, no matter how often re- 
buffed: we must tell the world, over and over, what we seek. 
The best role for all God-fearing men is not only to pray but 
to bring constant, continuing pressure upon the President 
to hunt new ways to solve this paramount issue. And he must 
seek the world’s prayers, time and again, in the hope that 
enough faith can move even the Soviet mountain.

‘MR. CHARLIE’ GOES OUT TO SEA 


Out of a New Orleans shipyard a singularly 
monstrous contraption floated into the Gulf 
of Mexico and slowly sank without a sound 
(above). The performance delighted onlookers, 
for it was the first test of a $2.5 million sub- 
mersible drilling barge specially designed to 
help tap vast oil reserves beneath the gulf. 
The barge—called Mr. Charlie after Charles 
Murphy, an oilman who financed it—i 
with 14-foot-thick steel stilts which join the 


hull and the drilling deck. On a drill site, the 
hull is flooded and sinks to the bottom (its 
maximum depth, 40 feet), providing firm an- 
chorage for the deck. After drilling is complet- 
ed, the hull is pumped out and resurfact 

the barge can be towed to the next job, Mr. 
Charlie not only rides out gulf storms safely 
but can drill a 12.000-foot hole at a different 
location every month. It has already brought 
in one well and is working on its second.

The bizarre opportunities suggested by the radiation experiments at 
MTR are being avidly, if quietly, followed by U.S. industrialists, who 
are looking ahead to the day when their own reactors go into opera- 
tion and who have already sent many samples 10 MTR to be tested, 
Although the atom may revolutionize the food-canning and ele 

power industries, radiation’s most exciting portents lie in the hope 
that in the hot, ray-filled interiors of reactors scientists may be 
able to work miracles of chemistry hitherto impossible. In pioneer 
studies now going on at MTR and in other labs, both private and 
governmental, radiation is proving actually capable of transforming 
ly plastics—into entirely new materials with 
amazing properties. One of these, polyethylene plastic, is normally 
white, waxlike and easily melted. When exposed to a small dose of 
radiation it retains its strength and elasticity, even at high tem- 
peratures, then when irradiated further becomes stiff and glasslike

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A RARE VASE 
REASSEMBLED 


Tomb in France yields beautiful Grecian relic 


As they spread through central and western Europe in the Sixth Cen- 
tury B.C. the primitive Celts found little opportunity to develop ar- 
tistic ability of their own. But they were avid collectors of the works 
of archaic Greek and Etruscan craftsmen, acquiring them from trad- 
ers traveling the landways of Europe. 

Though graves have yielded many relics of these Celtic collec- 
tions, by far the most valuable has been uncovered in eastern France 
by an archaeologist named René Joffroy. Excavating a tomb, Joffroy 
and his assistant came upon the largest Greek vase ever discovered. 
The vase, technically called a crater, had been crushed by the rubble 
which buried it, and its decorative figures had been broken, Recently 
pieced together, the restored bronze vessel stands below, with details 
of its beautiful ornamentation shown in the other pictures. The urn, 
probably used to hold wine, stands over five feet high, formed part of 
the burial treasure of a 30-year-old princess or priestess. Though 
a large price has been offered for the urn, it has been given to the 
little town of Chatillon-sur-Seine, near where the treasure was found. 


FROM THE HANDLES of the 
vase Gorgons grimace, snakes 
encircling their arms. Gorgons 
of mythology were sisters whose 
sight turned people to stone. 


THE VASE ITSELF, shown 
with ornamental figures in their 
original positions, weighs 441 
pounds. Vase was recently ex- 
hibited at the Louvre in Paris. 


ON THE LID stood » young 
girl in bronze, 754 inches high. 
Its purity of design, simplicity 
of style, make the statue a fine 
example of archaic Greek art. 


ALONG THE FRIEZE of the urn repeated motif was formed by hoplite (foot 


soldier) and charioteer. The soldier’s lance, charioteer’s reins have vanished. 


BENEATH THE SCROLLS of the handles stretched bronze lions, each with 
its tail between its legs. Lions, shown in position at left, helped support handles.

‘THAT BOY’S SO FULL OF PLAY...’ 


Two close friends of Willie Mays talk about 
frisky personality of a newly legendary Giant 


kinds of reasons for the unexpectedly good showing of the New 
fork Giants, but the most conspicuous symbol of their success is 
Willie Mays. Now 23, he came to the National League three years ago 
from Minneapolis, He receives about $18,000 a year all, 
as in everything else, Willie does strictly what comes naturally with- 
out bothering to explain why. He catches long, difficult fly balls just 
as easily—and with about the same tee! hnique—as a housewife catch- 
ing clothespins in her apron. With equal nonchalance he returns 
these balls from almost any point in center field. He bats right-handed 
to such good effect that he led both leagues in home runs for most 
of the summer. 

As the Willie Mays legend reaches proportions more and more 
startling to the totally unassuming Mays, the question “Whither 
Willie?” takes on new weight. The records of Ruth, DiMaggio and 
Williams are already being pored over for comparisons and have un- 
doubtedly been called to Willie’s attention. But fortunately, like 
Willie, the legend is young. Before the man and the legend by 
confused, Lire’s Earl Brown has sought out th ple who can 
tell the most about Willie Mays as he exists t They are Monte 
Irvin, the Giants’ left fielder and Willie’s roommate on road trips, and 
Frank Forbes, the 61-year-old baseball scout who keeps a pate 
on Willie for the Giants. 

Forbes is a solid, smart citizen with a slight case of polysyllabism. 
When Brown asked Forbes to recount his recollections of Willie, 
Forbes replied as follows:

He was playing more or less incognito at first because he was still 
in high school.

and 15 minutes later the words will 
# come out. I told him he should have 
©" been a diplomat. He moved there the 
Giantscout, following week and in the meantime 
or team. there was another problem at the park 
and that was the female department.

Maybe four or five would be after Willie. Some would rush up with 
autograph books and have notes in the books—"My name is so-and-so 
and you can reach me at such-and-such a number.” When I have 
seen such notes before, I have taken them or torn them up then and 
there. When Willie saw them he would look at them but make no 
comment. He would never say anything about them. Some he just 
put in his pocket and others he paid no attention to. He probably 
threw the notes away when he got home.

when somebody came in and said that a girl, so-and-so, is in the drug- ‘MOST RELAXED GUY YOU EVER SAW,’ asa teammate 
store down the street having a soda.

who drank brandy straight. Suddenly it dawned on me that this was 
the place Willie went to have sodas. I rushed over and found her sit- 
ting on a stool next to Willie and engaged in a conversation with him. 
She was dressed nicely. I sat on the stool next to her and ordered a 
double chocolate ice cream soda and heavy with the cream, I reached 
over for a straw and purposely knocked my soda into her lap. Then I 
jumped back and knocked her off the stool. When she hit the floor 
she was really a mess but I had to do it to protect Willie. I apologized 
most profusely. 

Later I was told that she had related about the incident and how 
nice the man was who accidentally spilled the soda on her and how 
much he apologized. One of the fellows told her who I was and 
said she was lucky it wasn’t worse, She almost died. All Willie ever 
said about it was, “Damn, she sure got messed up!” 

He doesn’t drink and he doesn't play the numbers or gamble, 
either. After he leaves the ball park, all he usually wants to do 
to movies or play stickball. He is crazy about stickball. He claims it 
helps his eye. He plays on St. Nicholas Place where there is very lit- 
tle traffic and the kids have a grand time. He had a lot of difficulty 
al first hitting the little rubber ball with a slender stick, and yet he 
was hitting home runs in the Polo Grounds. He would get the devil 
from the kids in the neighborhood. He claims it helped in his batting 
HORSEPLAY between Mays and Manager Leo Durocher, a usual feature of average. After the game he buys a bag of cherries or any fruit and 
Giant trips, brings a wince from Willie after playful poke on plane to Chic hated withthe otherfallows:

ILLIE’S aunt’s house is a nice, clean house but the road in front of 

it is not paved. When I got there, there were about 20 people 
there already and the number grew constantly. There were young 
people with their broods and old people chewing snuff. ‘They kept 
coming and coming until there were about 1,000 people there. Wilke 
was in the bedroom to the left of the parlor in his pajamas and robe 
and people came through the parlor to the bedroom to see him or 
touch him or give him a note. No police were there, and therefore the 
road was jammed with cars and people. Once or twice Willie wanted 
ve his room to get a drink of water, but when he looked outside 
‘oom and saw how jammed the house was with people, he would 
ask someone to get the water for him.

His mother mar 
ried again and had children who are Willie’s half brothers and 
ters. Willie exchanged greetings with them. They are all kids. The 
oldest is about 18. He never forgot them because he sent allotments 
to his mother and helped recondition the house. He sent money to 
his aunt too. His first year in baseball his salary was about $12,000 
and he sent over $6,200 to them. He has still been sending money 
down there even since his mother died of childbirth in 195: 
At the funeral it must have been 100° in the church, which holds 
about 400 or 500 people and there were people standing in the rear 
of the church four or five rows deep. The rostrum and coffin were 
covered with many beautifully wreathed flowers. Willie was in the 
front pew with the family awhile, but with the intense heat, he was 
evacuated from the church.

While Willie was getting dressed Bobby Thomson hit a single and 
won it for Milwaukee. Leo was mad as hell, but while he was bawl- 
ing out Wilhelm for throw homson a fat one with 0 and 2 on 
him Leo was massaging Willie’s neck. Willie eats up this atten- 
tion from Leo, but nobody else minds it.

He said he didn’t care if Katt bought it or not, 
he didn’t need his money. Willie is quite a kidder. 

Most of the stuff you read about Willie in the newspapers is just 
newspaper pipe dreams. His old man didn’t wean him on a baseball. 
You didn’t have to teach him the game. In fact I don’t believe you 
could. He just naturally does the right thing. We have a habit of 
shaking a player's hand when he comes back to the bench after 
making a great play, and one day in Forbes Field in Pittsburgh 
Willie made the greatest catch anybody ever made there. When 
Willie was walking in Leo said, “‘Let’s give him the silent treat- 
ment,” and when he got to the bench nobody said a word.

New X-ray reveals tiny forms 


‘The fragile beauty of the pictures on this page 
resembles drawings of half-transparent sea 
creatures. Actually they are among the first 
clear X-ray photographs ever taken of such mi- 
nuscule objects as a flea (right) and an ant’s 
head (above). They were photographed on an 
X-ray microscope newly perfected by General 
Electric which achieves its great detail by gen- 
erating X-rays from a spot only 1/100,000 of an 
inch across. The smaller the source of X-rays, 
the clearer the details they reveal.

Good God, looking back on that I can’t remember if Papa ever had 
any fun,” says Brother Burt. “He didn’t smoke or drink or swear. The 
strongest language I ever heard him use was ‘Confound it!’ But when 
he said that, the roof shook. 

“Papa took good care of his money. He bought ho ‘ound Mont- 
gomery and fixed them up into apartments. ‘When he ¢ d, in 1914, 
he left $75,000 worth of property. That was a lot for those days. 

"The thing that impressed me most about Papa was his sense of 
duty. Here was a little man who had nothing to start with and gave his, 
life to raising his boys. Maybe he was too strict in some things but he 
accomplished what he set out to do. He gave us all a better start 
than he had.” 

Frank, the oldest brother, recalls another clue to Papa’s sternness. 
It concerns the death of their only sister, Katie. 

“Papa never smiled much after Katie died,” Frank says. “' 
little girls and wanted one. Katie came after he already ha 
The summer she was 8 years old we all went down to s a 
folks in the country. There was an old well out behind the house 
where we got the most delicious cold water on hot days, Later we felt 
differently about that well. One day Katie got sick and was put to bed 
a couch, where she was cutting out paper dolls. She dropped her 
8 ors on the floor and leaned over to get them. In her feverish con- 
dition she fell off the couch and the scissors stuck in her hip. The doc- 
tor thought she must have blood poisoning and took her to the hos- 
pital to operate. But her fever got worse and she died. 

“Later we all came down with typhoid, and we knew what had been 
wrong with Katie.”

Mama painted china 


AMA was the exact opposite of Papa. She was soft-hearted and 
forgiving, and liked to laugh and joke with the boys. Mama 
painted flowers on china, and she loved pretty clothes and earrings. She 
didn’t care much for housework. After Papa became prosperous Mama 
enjoyed getting dressed up in the afternoon and taking the boys calling 
on her numerous relatives and friends. On one occasion Jo, Burt and 
Willie hung one of Papa's advertising signs—GIVE PERSONS’ PUR- 
GATINE TO YOUR CHILDREN. ‘on the back of her buggy, and 
Mama drove all over town without noticing it. 
Both Mama and Papa came from families that have spawned shoals 
of Southern celebrities. Mama’s grandfather was the famous Judge 
Benjamin Faneuil Porter, who helped found the first female college 
in Alabama and composed several Confederate war songs, inclu 
When Parting from the Friends We Love and Ye Cavaliers of Dixi 
Papa’s middle name, Stanford, was inherited from his beautiful Geor- 
gia mother, Ann Eliza Stanford, who was kissed by General Lafayette 
when she was 8 years old. One of his brothers, Thomas Turner, was 
a dashing Confederate captain. A sister married a cousin named 
Persons and from this union there came, in the following order 
of descent: 1) a distinguished professor at the University of Ala- 
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bama who wrote a book titled Fertilizers: How to Make and Use 
Them: 2) a Mississippi River captain named Augustus Archilus Per- 
sons Jr. (“Cousin Archie”); and 3) a writer of modern fiction who 
was christened Truman Streckfus Persons but is now known as 
Truman Capote. 

‘The Persons brothers, like other well-brought-up young Montgom- 
erians, were sent first to Miss Gussie Woodruff’s private elementary 
school, and later to Starke University School, which stood across from 
the state capitol. “Old Man Starke” was a schoolmaster after Papa’s 
own heart. He was so short he had to stand on a platform to hand 
out diplomas, but he was in the Napoleonic mold. If a boy failed to 
get his lessons done during the week he reported to Mr. Starke after 
classes on Friday and tried again. If he failed then, he went home with 
Starke and worked through $ turday and sometimes even Sunday. 
Starke had his own kind of discipline which he applied when he 
thought a boy was shirki 

“He'd cut a mulberry stick about 18 inches long and as big around 
as a lead pencil,” Willie remembers. “He had you hold out one hand 
and gave yor 3, and then the other hand and gave you 24, The reason 
he did that was because a hoy fainted once on number 50.” 


JILLIE got more whippings than any of the brothers. Gordon 
W was a close runner-up. Burt got the fewest, justas he always got 
the best marks in school. “Burt was Mama's pet,”’ says Brother Frank, 
who suffered his share of the cowhide. Frank could be stubborn as a 
boy, and he still is, about things he believes in. 

Despite their common environment and training, each of the hoys 
developed a distinct personality quite early. Burt, for example, was 
the one who tried hardest to please his parents and his teachers. He 
was a gold medal winner at Starke’s and captain of his drill team at 
Alabama Pol hnic Institute, where he majored in electri 
neering. Burt himself thinks the fact he was born on Robert 
birthday, Jan. 19, had an uplifting influence on his life. 

When the U.S. entered World War I, Burt hurried to a Boston 
recruiting office to apply for the officers’ training corps. But he only 
weighed 129!2 pounds. The Army's minimum was 133. He sneaked 
out of the recruiting office and went to the nearest drugstore, where 
he introduced himself as the son of a fellow druggist and a man in 
need of help. ‘The proprietor promptly sent out for a dozen bananas. 
“T stood on his scale eating bananas and drinking water until I gained 
three and a half pounds,” says Burt. Then he went back and joined 
the Arm: 


Coast Artillery and served in France as a 
kid captain in charge of a battery of 8-inch howitzers, After the war 
the Army sent him to the University of Minnesota where he taught 
military tactics. After studying business administration. at Harvard, 
he wound up in the office of the tant Secretary of War, where 
one of his jobs was furnishing information about Army appropria- 
tions to the House Military Affairs Committee.

That was in the early 1930s, when Major Dwight D. Eisenhower 
was working just down the hall in the office of Chief of Staff MacAr- 
thur. “Ike” and “Jerry” Persons became close friends, and they have 
been ever since. Jerry was a grass widower at the time, and an ideal 
extra man at parties. Often he danced with Mamie while Ike, who 
preferred bridge to dancing, sat late over the cards. 

When, in 1941, defense spending became a bigtime matter, Jerry 
Persons became a bigtime operator. His rank progressed rapidly from 
major to major general and he was the Army's top lobbyist on Capitol 
Hill. He was jaunty and convivial; he liked the representatives and 
senators, and they liked him. By the time he retired from the Army 
in 1949, he had helped guide over $200 billion worth of military and 
defense bills through Congress. He wanted to go overseas during 
the war, and his friend Ike sent for him to untangle the political snarl 
in North Africa, But General Marshall would not let him go. 

"There are few men in the Army I consider irreplaceable,” de- 
clared Marshall, “‘and Persons is one of them.” 

In 1949, after retiring, Jerry became superintendent of Staunton 
Military Academy in Virginia and found himself very happy. He has 
always enjoyed working with boys. (His own son, Wilton Jr., is a 
captain in the Judge Advocate-General’s office, and was one of the 
defense counsel for Corporal Edward Dickenson, who onvicted 
of collaborating with the enemy while a prisoner of war in Korea.) 
At Staunton, Jerry was a happy man, teaching his boys, discuss- 
ing their problems in fatherly fashion and most of all enjoying the 
sensation of watching his smart young cadets growing up, from week 
to week, “‘like a damned fine garden.” Then, in 1951, came another 
call from Ike. 

This time Jerry went. Eisenhower made him liaison officer at Su- 
preme Allied headquarters in Rocquencourt. At once he was plunged 
into politics. During the months when the general was 
ing about running for President, his friend Jerry was sa 
He ushered visiting congressmen into the Supreme Commander 
office at the Paris headquarters and warned them 
wrong thing when they left. He briefed reporters with off-the-record 
interviews. When his advice was asked by his boss, he gave it. (He 
urged Ike to run.) 

Jerry rode the Eisenhower campaign train in 1952, and was one of 
the first White House aides appointed by the incoming President. 
Since then he has been working his head off, goaded by the ghost of 
Papa hovering at his shoulder. Some of Jerry's critics feel that he 
could accomplish more with congressmen by occasionally being firm. 
But his 1954 record is pretty impressive. He and his three-man staff 
labored manfully on the President's legislative program, shaking 
down some 1,100 wordy schemes into 150 some’ proposals, of 
which 80% were enacted in some form by Congres pooh-poohs 
the idea that he is one of Ike’s “key advisers.” “Sake Bae bounces 
ideas off me like a tennis ball off a wall,” he says. 
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leNERAL WILLIE Persons was the one who chafed most under 
Papa’s rigid discipline. He says now he is glad he had it; he 
might never have tried to make a serious career without feeling 
he had to do it for Papa. Willie hated classrooms and yearned for the 
great outdoors. He had a hot temper, and he would fight for what 
he wanted. When Papa put Willie’s dog outdoors at night, Willie 
sneaked down and brought it back to bed with him. The other boys 
didn’t dare do that. 

The first aircraft Willie ever saw was a box-shaped Wright brothers 
biplane at the Montgomery County fairgrounds. The moment it soared 
into space Willie knew what he wanted to be, and even today he re- 
members it as looking “pretty as a swallow on the wing.” He was 17 
when the first war came along and too young for the ‘American Army. 
He ran off to New York, lied a couple of extra years to his age, signed 
up with the Royal Canadian Air Force and was shipped to Toronto. 
“They didn’t teach flying the way we do now,” he says. “It was a case 
of ‘Root, little pig, or die.’ I soloed in two hours and 45 minutes.” 

The first time Willie came back to Montgomery in his Canadian 
air force uniform he was in Gordon’s words—"the hottest thing 
that ever struck this town.” An American general saluted his maple 
leaves, and the girls ogled his Sam Browne belt. Gordon worshiped 
him wildly—he was only 15, but he wept and pleaded at his mother’s 
knee to be allowed to enlist, Both the brothers had brand-new Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles and they roared around in tandem. (By that 
time the restraining hand of Papa was gone.) 

Willie’s romantic opportunities were unlimited, and he made the 
most of them, He courted—as they say in Montgomery—the exciting 
Eugenia Bankhead, who has since had five husbands. He also courted 
Zelda Sayre, a blond bombshell who was considered the most daring 
girl in town, One night on a combination hay ride and swimming 
party Zelda appeared on top of the hay in the first flesh-colored one- 
piece bathing suit ever seen in Alabama. The chaperone thought she 
was naked, and the sensation was terrific. There was a young ‘second 
lieutenant from the north named F. Scott Fitzgerald who was stationed 
near Montgomery then, and he was courting Zelda too. Eventually 
she married Scott, and went off to engage in a 1 real-life drama that has 
become an American legend. 

Willie’s real girl friend was Juliette McLendon to whom he gave 
his first valentine when they were in the third grade. Juliette did 
what nobody else—not even his mother—would do; she kept his 
bird dog for him when Willie was out of town. 

Willie was such a natural-born flier that he never got to the first 
war. The Canadians kept him home as a flying instructor. After the 
armistice he tried buying cotton and selling gasoline in Montgomery, 
but he didn’t enjoy “either. In 1927 he joined the U.S. Air Force 
and went through nearly three years of training before he was rated a 
pilot again. Since then he has flown every type of U.S. military plane, 
cluding the newest jets. He was director of gunnery for the Far 
East Air Force late in World War II, has commanded various 
bombing wings and bases and was deputy director of training for 
the whole Air Force before moving to Randolph Field. His face 
has been rebuilt a couple of times after engine failure crashes, and 
he intends to go on flying the rest of his life.

Gordon is the “smartest” of the family, according to his broth- 
ers, though he did little in school to prove it. He preferred gadgets 
to books. At the age of 10 he bought the first vacuum tube ever 
seen in Montgomery and made his own radio set. During his first 
(and only) year at Alabama Polytechnic Institute in Auburn he 
helped organize a college radio class and built a loudspeaker. Later 
he opened the first retail radio store in Montgomery, started sta- 
tion WSFA (which still flourishes), sold out at a handsome profit 
and answered a call from Governor Bibb Graves to head the Rural 
Electrification Authority for the state of Alabama. 

This brought him into a hot conflict with the Alabama Power 
Company, of which his banker-cousin, General John Cecil Persons 
of Birmingham, is an important director. With the state and fed- 
eral governments behind him, and plenty of New Deal cash, Gor- 
don increased the number of electrified rural farms in Alabama 
from 4% in 1935 to 24% in 1943. (It is now over 85%.) He served 
during the war as chief radio consultant to the OWI, was elected 
to the Alabama Public Service Commission, staged another battle 
with the power company over lower rates for consumers and ran 
for governor in 1946 and 1950. He made it the second time, after 
barnstorming around his state in a helicopter. 

“All the farmers think Gordon Persons invented electricity and 
he never did do anything to deny it,” complained one of his oppo- 
nents. 

When Gordon was elected governor, he became, ex officio, a 
trustee of his alma mater at Auburn, Two days after his inaugura- 
tion he announced that he was going to fire Auburn's football 
coach. This caused a bigger ruckus throughout the state than if he 
had arrested the whole outgoing administration. Soon after this 
Gordon went out on the lawn in front of the capitol and set fire to 
a pile of wicked looking leather lashes he had ordered confiscated 
from every prison and road camp in the state. “Alabama,” he 
cried, “must never have another Scottsboro boy!”

LL this was for public consumption. But a few days later Gor- 
AN don did something that required plenty of guts. One of his 
mpaign promises was to clean up Alabama’ 's corrupt parole and 
pardon system, under which any prisoner with about $500 could 
buy his way to freedom. The convicts at Montgomery's big Kilby 
Prison did not approve of Gordon's proposed reforms and they set 
fire to their cotton mill seven times during Gordon’s first three 
weeks in office. A hobby of Gordon’s is collecting revolvers and 
pistols. One noon he put one of these in his pocket and walked 
into the prison mess hall where he found himself surrounded by 
1,500 sullen convicts. 

“Look me over, boys,” he told them. “I’m just a politician. The 
only difference between you and me is that I haven't been caught

burn it down you're taking the food out of your mouths.” He then 
gave his personal pledge that every convict—and not just the ones 
with money—would get a fair deal from his new parole board. 
Since then there has been very little trouble at Kilby. 

Gordon is completing his four-year term this year, and even his 
critics will tell you he has done a first-class job as governor. He 
has followed his papa’s teaching and fulfilled every campaign prom- 
ise he made in 1950. He has a signed and framed resolution of the 
legislature hanging on his office wall to prove it. 

Gordon was an ardent supporter of Adlai Stevenson in 1952 and 
is already touting him for 1956. “Burt's in the White House 100%, 
and I’m trying to get him out 100%,” he says. During the presi- 
dential campaign the two brothers gave each other all the bad ad- 
vice they could think of. Burt won that round. But Gordon is 
openly scornful of what has happened since. “I could have put 
that program through, with all the patronage the President has,” 
he says. 


Persons is the least ambitious of the brothers. He is also the 
one who rebelled most thoroughly against his father’s training. He 
remembers Papa's cowhide, but he does not believe it did him any 
good. If he could have his way he would wipe all forms of punish- 
ment from the earth. “Love thy neighbor . . .” is not just a 
phrase to him; it is his way of life. 

Frank found his school work difficult and never finished his 
course at Starke’s. But he read the Bible eagerly, sometimes shut- 

- ting himself in a closet with it for a whole afternoon. Papa was a 
devout Baptist and Mama an equally staunch Methodist, but nei- 
ther objected when Frank became a choir boy at old St. John’s in 
downtown Montgomery, where Jefferson Davis once had a pew. 
The vestments and rituals connected with the Episcopal service 
made a deep appeal to the religious-minded boy. 

He was not just a Sunday churchgoer. While still in school he 
did church social service work and later, working as a clerk for a 
Birmingham coal company, he taught Sunday school and joined 
the staff of a mission in the slums. He emptied his pockets to beg- 
gars, gave away his salary for good causes and had to call on Papa 
for eating money. Papa did not like this evidence of “shiftless- 
ness.” He refused, at first, to send Frank to the Virginia Theologi- 
cal Seminary. But when he saw that was all his son wanted, he gave 
in and furnished the funds for his education as a clergyman. 

Frank’s first preaching assignment was among the mountaineers 
around Charlottesville, Va. “I made many a sermon in one corner 
of a cabin while the men were making mash in another,” he recalls. 
“[ never criticized them for it. It was the only way they could turn

i ions could easily have started him on the 
path toward a bishopric. But he was not interested. “The only 
thing I have against the minis' he says, “is that you have to 
take a salary for doing the work of God.” He has been a low-paid 
missionary almost ‘all his life. The only church he ever had that 
was supported by its congregation and endowment was St. Mark’s, 
at Mauch Chunk, Pa. 

Before that he spent six a, building a church and 
school at La Gloria on the c aising north coast. Negroes, mu- 
lattoes and whites were in his congregation, which included eight 
nationalities. In 1932 a hurricane killed many people in La Gloria 
and destroyed everything Frank had built there. He stayed on 
among the ruins, feeding his flock on the bare church floor, until 
he was ordered to leave to escape an epidemic. 

In 1952 he came back to Alabama, as vicar of a little stone 
church with 31 communicants. (It now has 59.) Opelika is a cot- 
ton mill town about 60 miles from Montgomery. The population is 
Methodist or Baptist, almost to a man. Frank’s church is on a busy 
traffic corner, hemmed in by a freight truck depot and a super- 
market. But there is a fine old-fashioned white frame vicarage with 
high-ceilinged rooms which his wife, Caroline, has decorated in 
restful fashion. 


Communions, sermons and picnics 


HERE is nothing noteworthy in the life of a parish priest,” 

ays Frank, but that depends on the point of view. Ona typical 
Sunday morning a few weeks ago he gave communion to 19 people, 
which included, in each case, a promise of eternal life. That was 
at 7 o’clock.

of the church. 

In the afternoon Frank and his family drove 40 miles to attend a 
picnic at one of the big pumping stations of a transcontinental 
pipeline. It was given by a tiny congregation which Frank is organ- 
izing in nearby Roanoke. Many of the people from the Opelika 
church were at the picnic. Afterward they all drove to a vacant 
church which the Roanoke group had rented and dusted for the oc- 
casion. The singing was accompanied by a creaky parlor organ and 
the altar rail was improvised from fresh lumber. The Suffragan 
Bishop of Alabama was there, and Frank assisted him in confirming 
four new members of the church.

He takes part gladly in inter-raci 
conferences, sleeps in the same room with Negro priests and makes 
it clear to his congregation that there is no such thing as segrega- 
tion in the church. Thus, in his own way, he is doing somethi 
about the South’s most pressing problem. 
| 
LL the brothers are on the most affectionate terms and admire 
each other openly. The political differences between Burt ant 
Gordon have not changed this feeling one whit. When Gordon i 
in Washington he stays with Burt and his wife; and when Burt can| 
get away from his Republican job in the White House he drops| 
down to Democratic Alabama to feast on fried chicken and barbe- 
cued steaks at Gordon’s white executive mansion, or to lie on the| 
beach in front of Gordon’s Gulf Coast cottage. Gordon’s home is| 
the headquarters and general hotel for the family. “They come| 
here to eat and call it a visit,” says the governor indulgently. | 

Altogether the Persons brothers have married seven wives and, 
fathered five sons and three daughters. (Burt was divorced in 1928} 
and remarried in 1948. Frank’s first wife, a Philadelphia social| 
worker, died in 1940.) To date there are eight grandchildren. The| 
brothers differ widely in their hobbies: Willie likes to fish and 
hunt; Gordon collects firearms and tinkers with automobiles; Burt) 
collects antique watches, favors fancy vests and Siamese cats; and 
Frank tends his flower garden. 

Between Frank the preacher and Gordon the politician there is’ 
the kind of bond that often exists between the oldest and youngest 
of a family. When Gordon was a baby, Frank was in his teens and) 
rocked him to sleep in his arms. Now it is Gordon who watches 
over Frank, 

Sitting in his gadget-littered office recently the governor was} 
pondering the achievements of the Persons brothers. “Burt al- 
ways did what he was supposed to, and it paid off,” he said. “I al- 
ways raised as much hell as I could, and that paid off too. Willie 
was like a bird—he could never be happy cooped up on the ground. 

“Brother Jo was the most like Papa of any of us, He worked hard | 
and tried to keep us smaller boys in line. When he went to college 
he was just a tall thin boy, but he got interested in physical culture 
and he became the strongest man I ever saw. He spent an hour or 
two every day working out and helped raise the money for a new 
Y.M.C.A. gymnasium. He taught his little boy to shadow-box in his 
crib, and the movies made pictures of that and distributed them all 
over the country. Jo strained his heart with all that exercise, and 
that’s why he died when he did. 

“Burt and I get the most publicity these days, but the others are 
the ones who deserve it. A general on active service for his coun- 
try, and a preacher who does nothing but good to anybody—what 
more can you ask than that? That preacher brother of mine would 
give his teeth away if he thought somebody could use ’em better. 
He don’t want anything, never had anything and never will have 
anything. But what he is doing in that little town up there is more 
important than making money or electing presidents. 

“The rest of us take mighty good care of that preacher of ours, 
We all may need him some day.”
